As per 
claims 1,15, and 33, Muller discloses a wiper fluid heater apparatus having a heat exchanger (8) having a wiper fluid inlet and outlet 
and having a coolant passage traversing through the heat exchanger, the coolant passage coupled to an engine's coolant system, a 
chamber for containing washer fluid, pumping means for transferr ing fluid fiom the chamber to a nozzle As per claim 2, the heat 
exchanger receives fluids directly from the engine block (see claim 2). As per claim 4, the heat exchanger comprises first and second 
ends As per claim 5, the coolant inlet and the wiper fluid outlet are located on the fir st end (at the bottom of Fig 4) and the wiper fluid 
inlet and the coolant outlet are located on the second end.
